A fter ackno wledging the re ­ 
ceipt o f a letter fro m Secretary B ayard in 
reply to a telegram calling thQ attentio n o f 
the go vernm ent to the a rbitra ry 
pro ceed­ 
ings o f the Do minio n cruisers in driving 
A m erican fishermen aw ay fro m the harbo r 
o t S t Andrews, N. B., Mr. Bo utelle says: 
“I am pleased to learn by yo ur letter 
th a t in respo nse to the representatio ns 
m ade by me a t o ur interview o n Jun e J 
last, yo u o n the same day drew the a tten ­ 
tio n o f the British m inister to the alleged 
threats o f such Interference by Do minio n 
o filcials w ith the purchase o f herring fo r 
Am erican sardine facto ries, and th a t yo u 
were in ho pes th a t further interference w ith 
a reco gnized and legitim ate trade between 
British subjects in C anada and citizsns o f 
the United States wo uld be prevented. 
Yo u do no t state w hether an y assurance! 
were o btained fro m the B ritish go vernm ent 
th a t measures wo uld be taken to prevent 
such vio latio ns o f co m m ercial interco urse, 
but the 
increased 
aggressiveness 
w ith 
which the Do minio n autho rities are deny­ 
ing to o ur citizens the o rdinary privilege* 
o f trade in their po rts wo uld Indicate th at 
no adequate g uaranty o f the pro tectio n o f 
the co mmercial right« o f o ur cltizem iu 
C anadian w aters has y et been secured. 
“I no te th at yo u pro mise to again address 
the British m inister o n the subject, and I 
sho uld be mo re ho peful th a t this seco nd 
no tificatio n o f the wro ngs wo uld be effectual, 
it the co urse o f events did no t seem to sho w 
inattentio n o f the B ritish go vernm ent to the 
representatio n m ade by yo u to iu m inister 
mo re than a m o nth ago .” 
Mr. Bo utelle says he has requested affi­ 
davits m ade and fo rw arded in regard to the 
o ccurrence a t St. Andrews, and thinks th a t 
the info rm atio n co ntained in his telegram 
to the departm ent and the narratio ns in the 
daily press furnish a sufficient basis fo r the 
departm ent to o btain such further info rm a­ 
tio n fro m its o wn o fficers o n tho fro ntier o f 
the?e vio latio ns o f internatio nal rights "as 
m« y be necessary fo r a pro m pt, firm, and 
effective pro test o n the p art o f the United 
States.” 
He further says: 
“It is hum iliating to o ur natio nal pride 
th a t o ur hardy fishermen and citizens, en­ 
gaged in legitim ate trade, sho uld be chased 
o ut o f po rts o f a neighbo ring co untry, and 
have their vessels captured o n frivo lo us p re­ 
texts by so -called cruisers o f a B ritish co l­ 
o ny ; and this m o rtificatio n beco mes a sub­ 
stantial grievance when im po rtant indus­ 
tries are o bstructed and vessels thus seized 
are co ndemned o r subjected to heavy exac­ 
tio ns in tho shape o f penalties and fines, 
while the o peratio n» o f large tteo ts are aban­ 
do ned o r paralyzed by the uncertainty 
whether their co untry’s flag will affo rd 
them any pro tectio n in the pursuit o f their 
arduo us and ho no rable calling. 
And this 
no tw ithstanding th at Canadian fishermen 
are perm itted to find in the United States a 
principal and pro fitable m arket fo r m any 
millo n do llars w o rth o f their catch.” 
A fter expressing the belief that the o b­ 
ject o f the Do minio n go vernm ent is to fo rce 
a renewai o f tho abro gated o ne sided treaty, 
and th at this impressio n am o ng the Cana­ 
dians has largely stim ulated an aggressive 
po licy to th a t end, Bo utelle asserts th a t this 
impressio n has no t beeu lessened o n either 
side o f the bo rder by the “rem arkable fo r* 
beuran e m aintained by o ur go vernm ent in 
tho face o f the system atic and exasperating 
crusade against o ur fishermen by the C ana­ 
dian autho rities, and the public dem and fo r 
so me effective assertio n o f the co mmercial 
rights o f the peo ple o f the United States is 
fast beco ming unanimo us and im perative.” 
In co nclusio n, he says: 
“A general feel­ 
ing exists th a t ample o ccasio n has been 
furnished fo r the president to exercise the 
po wers co nferred upo n him by the act o f 
June HI last to withho ld fro m the veaso ls o f 
a fo reign po wer the privileges which it per­ 
sistently denies to o urs, and if the presi­ 
dent is no t already clo thed with sufficient 
autho rity, there is no do ubt th a t co ngress 
will be dispo sed to strengthen his hands in 
any wuy th at m ay be sho wn to be neces­ 
sary to render effective o ur pro test against 
the disrespect to o ur flag and the vio latio n*

You take you r pu rch ase to you r 
h ome and look over It, and you r mind goea 
back to th e times of tbo past a* you read 
th o cu riou s marginal notes wh ich you may 
find in soma of th e volu mes, and look a t th e 
variou s au tograph s » ascribed on th o fly­ 
leaves of oth er*.

First, th is mach ine h as been so simplified 
and improved and is now so easy to oper­ 
ate th at all bu t th e finest work lias i ecoine 
u nskilled labor. 
Th ou gh th e amou nt of 
tailoring du ring th e th irty year* of th o 
sewing-mach ine’s existence h as u ndou btedly 
increased more th an a h u ndred-fold, still th e 
competition for th is work is now as strong 
as it was u nder th e old order of th ings. Hu t 
th e main cau se of th o starvation wages is 
th e manu factu re of an enormou s and con­ 
tinu ally increasing qu antity of ch eap u nd 
almost worth less good« 
Not many people 
are aware th at in ou r lino, one of th e prime 
necessaries of life, th e amou nt of imposition 
and frau d practiced J» incalcu lable. 
Th e 
misfortu ne is th at 
almost 
every ma n , 
woman or ch ild believe th emselves to l*e 
competent ju dges o; 
cloth ing, 
wh ereas 
ninety-five ou t o i every loO know no »n< re 
abou t it tban th ey do abou t arch itectu re.

“Th ere are a large nu mber of firms a.J 
over th e cou ntry, wh i.se main bu siness is u > 
mako u p sh oddy piece-goods of h andsome 
appearance, bu t for wear and du rability 
th ey are almost worth less. 
Th e workman­ 
sh ip of th ese garments, wh ile effective for 
th e eye, is of th e rou gh est and most despic­ 
able ch aracter, 
lu New York, wh ich h as 
always so large a floating popu lation, and 
wh ere h ordes of women are forced by th eir 
necessities to accept wh atever is offered, th e 
rates for sewing th is stu ff are so low th at 
starvation wages is th e only proper term. 
To add to th e wretch ed condition of th ese 
women, th ey can obtain work, as a ru le, 
only th rou gh cormorant middlemen, called 
‘sweaters,’ wh o make Ju rge iu cmes ou t of 
th i* wh ite slavery. 
“Th is mass of ru bbish is not only inju riou s 
in itsolf—competing as it does with genu ine 
goods -b u t it also h as a great influ ence iu 
fixing th e rate* of pa 3'iu eu t in th e better 
grades. 
Under th is influ ence th e earning* 
of th e lea*t protected class—th e women— 
h ave gone lower and lower. 
Th o manu fac­ 
tu rers are not to blame. 
Th e margin of 
profit is now so close, th o competition be­ 
tween th e different section* of th e cou ntry 
so strong, th at th ey are forced to take every 
advantage of th e cru el bu t inevitable laws 
of su pply and demand. 
“An organization for th e protection’of th e 
women employed in ,th e manu factu re of 
cloth ing—provided th at it was u niversal 
th rou gh ou t th e cou ntry—wou ld h ave th e 
entire sympath y of th e m ajority of manu ­ 
factu rers, os it wou id add bu t a small frac­ 
tion to th e cost of th e ou tpu t and relieve a 
class wh ose condition is as bad a* it can 1*^ 
• Th e prospects for th e establish ment of su ch 
an organization in th e near fu tu re, h owever, 
are not very brigh t. 
Th ose women are sc 
u tterly dependent on th eir daily earnings, 
th e coh esion among th em is so weak, th at it 
wou ld requ ire strong efforts from th e ou t­ 
side to start and carry th rou gh any su ch 
movement 
Ph ilanth ropic individu als with 
a* talent for organizing, or societies wh o send 
enormou s su ms ou t of th e cou ntry for mis­ 
sionary pu rposes, migh t tu rn th eir attention 
toward th e solu tion of th is problem. 
Th e 
need Is u rgent, th e field is almost u nbroken, 
and wou ld amply compensate for all th e 
time and money expended on i t ” 
“Wh ere are th ese sh oddy garm ents u su ally 
on sale?” 
“Th ey ore on sale wh erever bargain-ma­ 
niacs are to be fou nd, wh erever foolish peo­ 
ple can be du ped by means of catch y adver­ 
tisements or brazen assertion. 
Th ey are 
sold by th e wagon load in cu tting and catch ­ 
penny stores th rou gh ou t th e cou ntry. 
IN THE LOWER DEPTHS. 
“Even in th is stu ff th ere are several 
grade« 
Resident store-keepers, h owever 
u nscru pu lou s, dare not keep th e lower onea 
Th ose are disposed of in anoth er manner. 
Th ere are several perambu lating firms wh o 
are continu ally traveling from city to city 
iu th e western, north western and sou th ern 
state« . 
One or more of th ese concerns 
strike Ch icago every month or six week« 
Th ey pretend to work off some enormou s 
su pposition ‘bankru pt’ or ‘immense cou fia- 
gration’ stock. 
Th ey are h eralded by an 
‘advance m an’ wh o rents a large u noccu ­ 
pied store on a prominent th orou gh fare. 
Ho i***crts th eir deceptive advertisements 
iu one or two of th e city papers, and in all 
th e sh eets issu ed in th e small towns and 
villages with in a radiu s of twenty miles. 
A few day 8 before th e opening u p h e floods 
th e city and th e adjacent su bu rban districts 
with h and bills,” 
“Is th e bu siness of h andling ‘misfit’ goods 
a genu ine one; 
Th e merch ant lau gh ed h eartily and said 
th at bu siness was not so inju riou s as th e 
oth er. 
“Th e rise and progress of th e misfit 
bu siness,” h e continu ed, “isone of th e cu ri­ 
osities in ou r line. 
It first started in an 
eastern city—Ph iladelph ia, I believe—abou t 
tea years ago A party wh o was th en clerk- 
iu g for a retail cloth ing store was stru ck by 
a brilliant idea, and backed by a large 
wh olesale firm, proceeded to pu t it into op­ 
eration. In th e cou rse of two or th ree years 
h e bu ilt u p an enormou s bu sinesa 
He was 
a large and skillfu l advertiser, and retired a 
year or two ago worth abou t $500,000. 
Im­ 
itators by th e h u ndred soon stated u p all 
over th e eastern state« , bu t it is only with in 
th e last fou r or five years th ey h ave ap­ 
peared in th e west. 
Th e modu s operand» of 
th is bu siness is very simple and very effec­ 


tive. 
Th e garment* sold by some misfitters 
in Ch icago are manu factu red for th em by 
two or th ree firms h ere wh o moke th e work 
a stu dy. 
Tee wh ole secret lies in th e cu t 
and fine trimming; 
Wh ile not one man ic 
100 can ju dge cf th e valu e of cloth with in 
$ ‘J or $3 a yard, almost everybody can price 
a good piece of silk or » tin . a fine binding, 
or h andsome bu tton« Th e misfit dodgy is th e 
ou tcome of th is simple point 
Th e piece- 
goods worked u p Into th em garments are 
skillfu l imitations of h igh -priced, imported 
cloth s, costing an th e average abou t one- 
th ird ae mu ch as th e genu ine article 
Th e 
garments are cu t by th orou gh workmen, 
and are made u p fu lly as well as th e general 
ru n of ready made cloth ing, bu t th e main 
point is sparing no money on trimmings, 
th e» often coating mu ch more th an th e ou t­
